Under more severe criticism by 
Turner，however，was the 1982 
amendment to the Voting Rights 
Act which changed the requirement 
to _ provide bilingual assistance to 
counties Where“five percent of the 
citizens of voting age of a single 
language minority do not speak or 
understand “English adequatly 
enough to Participate in the electoral 
PrOocesS… 

The original law required mnulti- 
language _ voting materials and 
asSistance in counties in which at 
least 39 of the voting age citizens 
were members of a language 
minority group: It did not call forthe 
further determination that these 
persons did not have adequate 
English skills. 

“The amendment is not in the 
Spirit of what the Voting Rights Act 
was all about, ”Turner criticized. 
She argued that the purpose of the 
act was to ”incorporate and 
franchise the language minorities 


into the election process.”

The group recently got an 
initiative approvedforthe November 
ballot. 于 passed,， the measure will 
mandate the governor to write to the 
president， congress and attorney 
general encouraging them to 
eliminate non-English ballots. 

Ags to the issue of learrilng 
English， TIurner agreed “with 
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Diamond，with one exception.“I 
want to make clear that CAA has 
always encouraged people to learn 
English. In fact, for several years, we 
have provided tapes and books for 
English lessons. 

“But onthe sametoken, Turner' 
pointed out, “the classes are not 
adequate. OUT government s 
programs in bilingual education are 
in'no Way sufficient.” 

In a ”recent letter to Sa 
Francisco Mayor Dianne Feinstein 
and Patterson,， Turner, on behalf of 
various minority organizations， 
asserted that“ “the City and County 
of San Francisco must continue to 
Provide trillingual election materials 
and services to those Latino and 
Asian voters who request them.” 

While commending the officials 
for their public_ recognition of the 
need for Special voting assistance， 
the letter further requested that they

“After I made enough money to 
buy atrain ticket, [followed another 
cousin to Akron，Ohio,” Fat 
reminisced.， His cousin in Akron 
wanted him to work in his laundry， 
but as, soon as Fat saw the laundry， 
however, he knew he would not like 
to work there. He left Akron for 
Cleveland to look for his real father. 

Eatfound his father working in a. 
Chinese restaurant andthen got ajob 
doing miscellaneous chores at the 
same establishment. With one and a 
half years” worth of earnings, the two 
bought a restaurant in Youngstown， 
Ohio. 

Due to a lack of business， 


however, the eatery closed after only 
a few months. By the time the 
creditors came to close down the 
restaurant，Fats father had left 
Youngstown without telling his son. 
The manager of the restaurant told 
Frank of his fathers departure, gave 
him $75 and advised him to go to 
Detroit and find a job at a restaurant 
there. 

The 17-year-old immi - 
grant took abus to Detroit and 
found a job as a busboy at what he 
described as ahigh class Chinese 
restaurant” in Motown. The waiters 
Soon tiained Fatto be a waiter，just 
ip time for him to get laid off by the 
iestaurant manager， According to 
FEat，the manager felt that Chinese 
waiters werenot good enough forthe 
high class restaurant， 

JUSI IO VISIT 

After a_ short stay in Grand 
Rapids， Michigan，EFat's journey 
through the Midwest brought him to 
Chicago，Where he worked .as a 
waiter, From there, he made plansto 
go home to China in 1924，“just to 
Visit ”he explained to 无 ast 玫 es 

His grandparents, however, had 
different plans for the returning 
grandson. As soon as the 20-year- 
old got back to his village，he was 
introduced to his fiancee. This 
Surprised the groomr-to-be，who did 
not even know the girl to whom he 
Was engaged. He complied with his 
grandparents” wishes though and 
married the young lady. Their oldest 
Son Wing was born in 19235. 

Fatstayedin Chinafor abouttwo 
years justloafing,”Fatlaughed.…“A 
cousin of mine lent me Some money 
for some reason, and Tspentit. 工 had 
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a good time.”Though he did not 
elaborate on this, his broad Smile and 
laughter indicated this might indeed 
have been, as he putit“thebesttime 
TI ever had in my life.” 

Fat returmed to America for the 
second and final time in 1926. He 
left his wife and son in China and 
WwWent back to Chicago to work as a 
waiter. He left Chicago in 1930 and 
headed back to Sacramento to woOIK 
at his cousin's Hong King Lum 
restaurant. He worked there as a 
waiter and later as a manager from 
1930-39. 

His wife Mary and their son had 
joined him in Sacramento in 19335， 
Mary wentto work at the Del Monte 
cannery soon after her arrival in the 
city. he couple eventuallyhad three 
more Sons and two daughters. 

BOOTLEG LIQUOR 

By 1939，the Fats had saved 
enough money to buy arestaurant of 
their own. They bought a closed- 
down Italian restaurant on Street 
and renamed it Frank Fats.“The 
ltalian restaurant closed- down 
primarily because of its location,” 
Fat remarked.“L Street was at that 
time a poor, rundown street.” 

“The onlyreason whythey [the 
former tenants] made it during the 
20s and 30s was because they used 
to Sell bootleg liquor during 
Prohibition, the restauralteuT 
maintained. 

Although some of his friends 
advised him not to buy the 
restaurant it Wasthemanyfriendshe 
made at Hong 天 ing Lum that gavVe 
Fat the confidence to open up a 
Testaurant on Street. “When I 
openedthis place,”Fatsaid of Frank 
Fat's, “Ifgured that many of my 
friends ffom Hong King Lum would 
come here,andtheydaidallfollowme 
here.” 

After the first eight months, the 
restaurant finally broke even. Ihis 
Was the beginning of Frank Fats 
restaurant SucceSS. 

Many of the customers who 
followed Fat to his LStreet 
restaurant were the politicians who 
used to frequent Hong 天 ong Lum， 
“Tve known all of the governors of 
California from Jimmy  Rolph 
(1931-34) to the present governor,” 
Fat proudly proclaimed. 

THE OLD DAYS 

FEat prefers not to talk about any 
political deals that may have been 
made in his restaurant in the past 45 
years, He did acknowledge, though， 
that more lobbying went on at his 
restaurant in “the old days”when 
lobbying laws were more liberal. 

JIn looking back at his life，Fat 
concluded，“I am very satisfied with 
what I have done in my life.Tve

SAN JOSE - There was no viola- 
tion of the penal code when INS 
officer Willie Witt visited the home 
of Filipino Americans，Emily and 
，Pepe Cruz earlier this year，the 
district attorney's office in Santa 
Clara county announced recently. 
The Cruzes，with the Support of 
yarious commnunity and civil rights 
organizations， had charged the 
U officer with misconduct and possi- 
ble trespass when he allegedly in- 
truded into their home without a 
Valid warrant. (E/W 6/6/84)

“We clearly see a difference in 
what INS and the Cruzes have to 
Say about the incident,” stated 
Becky Billones of HRC，agreeing 
that the main culprit in the case was 
the factthat there were so many dif- 
ferent versions of the incident. 

In a personal interview with 
detective Martin of San Jose police， 
Witt traced the Story back to April 
when he-was actively involved in a 
look-out for an illegal alien known 
as Vince Basa. At that time，VWitt 
informed the police, the Cruz home 
was put under Surveillance because 
their address and the car parked in 
their driveway exactly matched the 
information “someone”” had 
volunteered to INS as a possible 
lead to Basa's whereabouts. 


When he arrived at the Cruz 
residence in late May，he was first 
approached by Bernal in front of 
the garage,， who, according to Witt， 
“invited” him in while he went 
Upstairs to get his green card. 


HEAVY ACCENT 


Bernal，however，has stated that 
he told Witt to wait at the garage， 
although，when he did realize that 
Witt was following him in，he 
admitted that he did not try to stop 
the officer. The apparent confu- 
Sion，according to Marshall，may 
have been due to a commnunication 
problem arising from Bernal's very 
heavy accent. 

When asked if he had presented a 
valid warrant， Witt angrily told 
EastFesl “of course 工 did...Dm 
Black. Nobody's going to show me 
their resident status identification 
before they see my credentials.2” 

After being“satisfied”with Ber- 
nal's _ green card， Witt initially
